ROOSEVELT REFUSES 
TO LIFT NRA BAR 
ON HOME WORK 


President Tells Woman Arti- 
ficial Flower Code Would Be 
Ineffective If He Did. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, July 31.—President 
Roosevelt has ruled that, under 
provisions of the NRA code cover- 
ing manufacture of artificial flow- 
ers, he is unable to help Mrs. Kath- 
ryn Budd of Brooklyn, whose home 
work was stopped recently by the 
Government. 

Julius Hochfelder, attorney for 
Mrs. Budd, said last night he had 
sent a second appeal to the Presi- 
dent, now en route from Honolulu 
to Portland, Ore., that if he failed 
to receive a reply this morning he 
would press proceedings in Pederal 
Court to haye the code declared un- 
constitutional. The case, filed some 
time ago was set for today. It 
seeks to restrain NRA officials 
from interfering with Mrs. Budd. 

“IT sent a radiogram to the Presi- 
dent at Honolulu last Friday,” the 
lawyer said. “Today I received a 
reply through Col..Marvin H. McIn- 
tyre, the President’s chief secretary, 
in Washington. MclIntyre’s tele- 
gram said that Mr. Roosevelt had 
not considered the plight of women 
making flowers at home in signing 
the artificial flower code, but that 
if he had done so he undoubtedly 
would have acted the same, for the 
reason that a decision favoring 
home Manufacture would make the 
entire code ineffective. 

“Believing it inconceivable that 
the President would defrive 500,000 
women in the same plight as Mrs. 
Budd of their sole means of liveli- 
hood, I immediately sent a second 
radiogram to Mr. Roosevelt, asking 
for an immediate reply.”

This decentralization aims at the 
gradual transfer of many factory 
units from congested city areas to 
semi-rural surroundings. The sub 
sistence homestead experimentation 
earried on by the administration 
has this in mind. Along with it 
goes giving men who will work at 
the transplanted factories Govern- 
ment aid toward owning their 
homes and land to raise some of 
their food. , 

In principle the scheme is one 
which Henry Ford has advocated 
at different times in recent years. 
Ford once visioned the Mississippi 
Valley as a great industrial as well 
as agricultural empire, the indus- 
tries being in small units and the 
inhabitants of the valley working 
part time at congenial factory work 
and part time. on their own land. 
Ford thought of harnessing the 
power of the Mississippi-by a series 
of dams and converting that power 
into electricity, not only to turn the 
factory wheels but lighten the work 
in the homes and on the farms. 

The date for the White House 
conference was described as indefi- 
nite. It may follow the meeting 
with Vice-President Garner and 
other political strategists in Sep- 
tember. 

Men who represent between 60 
and 70 per cent of the nation’s in 
dustrial output will be represented 
at the White House industrial con- 
ference if it goes through as tenta- 
tively scheduled. 

Henry I. Harriman, president of 
the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States, mkhy be asked to 
head a committee of industrialists 
to aid in drafting the program. 

In Accord With Roosevelt. 

Harriman is in accord with Mr. 
Roosevelt’s views that industry, in 
manytinstances, has-massed itself 
to its own disadvantage and the dis- 
advantage of its employes. 

The Chamber president has said 
a transfer of small factory units 
to surburban surroundings where 
employes would have better living 
conditions would, in his own opin- 
ion, do much to bring social se- 
curity. 

One of the things under discus- 
sion at the conference will be the 
possibility of budgeting factory pro- 
duction so employes may have some 
idea in advance what to expect in 
the way of work during the course 
of a year. 

The result of the discussion prob- 
ably will be seen also in the social 
legislation which administration ex- 
perts already are drafting for next 
session, 

This’ program includes unemploy- 
ment insurance and old age pen- 
sions; conservation of Jand and 
water resources and housing. The 
decentralization of industry and the 
related activity of subsistence 
homesteading is closely allied to all 
three. 

President's Estimate of Cost. 

The President, himself, has esti- 
mated that $400,000,000 yearly could 
be expended annually over a term 
of years on a land and water use 
program. 

This expenditure might include 
funds to aid stranded city workers 
and farmers on sub-marginal lands 
to relocate on subsistence home- 
steads near small factories. Eventu- 
ally, some advocates of the scheme 
believe, between 2,000,000 and 3,000,- 
000 city families will have to be 
moved. .

Oscar von Hindenburg, and the lat- 
ter’s wife and the President's two 
daughters, Frau von SBrockhusen 
and Frau von Pentz.

His pulse is strong and 
increasing in beats.” 

Takes Nourishment. 

The physicians issued the follow- 
ing bulletin at 5:15 p. m.: “There is 
no change in the President’s con- 
dition, at least no deterioration. He 
took a little nourishment at noon. 
No fever. Pulse satisfactory.” 

Von Hindenburg has been suffer- 
ing from an old disorder of the 
prostate gland for several months 
ard has remained at his estate. He 
also is suffering from asthmatic at- 
tacks and digestive troubles and is 
partly paralyzed in the legs. 

Despite his illness he has contin- 

ued to play an active part in politi- 
eal affairs. Only yesterday he re- 
ceived several callers whose identi- 
ties were not revealed, but today 
all visitors were halted at the en- 
trance to the estate.

WHY CONDEMNED 


PREFER SHOOTING TO 
. AUSTRIAN HANGING 


They Climb Ladder, Rope Is 
Pulled Tight and Ladder 
Is Kicked Out.

VIENNA, July 31.—They hanged 
their first Nazis in Austria today. 

Planetta and Holzweber went to 
the gallows in “Poor Sinners” court- 
yard of the County Court and paid 
the penalty for the death of Doll- 
fuss. 

There was nothing humane about 
the way the Nazis killed Dolifuss. 
They let him bleed to death. 

But there is nothing very tender 
about the way they hang people in 
Austria, either.

The condemned man climbs on a 
little stepladder. The hangman puts 
a rope around his neck and pulls 
it tight. Then they kick the ladder 
out from under him.

Association Defies Government to 


Enforce Law and Declares

VIENNA, Jiily 31.—Two Nazis ac- 
cused of high treason in the killing 
of Chancellor Engelbert Dollfuss 
were hanged this afternoon. They 
had been convicted three hours be- 
fore by a courtmartial. They were 
Otto Planetta, a former army Ser- 
geant, and Franz Holzweber. A 
‘plea by their counsel for clemency 
was rejected. 

Immediately after the execution, 
an official account was issued. It 
said that after the sentence of 
death was read to him as he stood 
on the gallows, Holzweber shouted: 
“I die for Germany; heil Hitler!” 

Planetta, according to this ac 
count, shouted only: “Heil Hitler!” 

Planetta said in the course of the 
trial that he fired the fatal shot, 
adding: “I did not mean to kill the 
Chancellor. I am sorry.” 

Holzweber was charged with lead- 
ing the Nazi putsch in which the 
Chancellor was slain. 


First Nazis Hanged. 


Oddly enough, the death sentences 
passed today are the first made by 
an Austrian court against Nazis de- 
spite the fact that Dolifuss decreed 
death months ago against persons 
found guilty of seditious activities. 
Several Socialists were executed 
under these decrees but the death 
sentence was never passed against 
Nazi while Dollfuss was alive. : 

Planetta was actually condemned 
to death for two reasons: High 
treason and the murder of Dollfuss 
as well. 

The defense counsel, in his clos- 
ing plea, stressed Dollfuss’ dying 
words, as testified to by Maj. Emil 
Fey, who quoted his chief as say-— 
ing: “Avoid further bloodshed, 
Rintelen must make peace.”

~ Louis district. 

Bitting says that in its last two 
fiscal years Ohio Methodism col- 
lected $569,508 for missions, while 
defaulting on $55,701 in interest 
alone on the hospital debt. :

20,000 LOSS IN FIRE 
AT CLOSED Ct PLANT 


Blaze at. 13th and Papin 
Brought Under _ Control 
After Half Hour. 


Fire discovered at 4 a. m. today 
in the buildings of the Merchants’ 
Ice & Coal Co., at the northwest 
corner of Thirteenth and Papin 
streets, burned gdiercely for more 


than half an hour before it was 
brought under control, after a third 
alarm had been turned in. Dam- 
jage was estimated by Fire Chief 
| O’Boyle at $15,000 to the structures 
and $5000 to the contents. 

Starting apparently in the upper 
part of the closed ice manufactur- 
ing plant, consisting of a four- 
sstory brick building on the corner 
and a two-story brick structure to 
= north, the fire had gained con- 

iderable headway when the alarm 
yas turned in, presumably by a 
passerby. The cause was not de- 
termined. 

The plant was shut down several 
jrears ago, but the machinery was 
left in it. A one-story storage and 
ige-distributing .building to the 
wsest on Papin street was not dam- 
a ered. 

\Firemen arriving on the scene 
found flames enveloping a wooden 
fam-house on the roof of the four- 
story building and a wooden frame- 
wewk around cooling coils on top 
of the two-story building. They 
fourght the blaze with two 40-foot 
water towers. Three firemen carry- 
ing‘ a hose to the upper part of the 
twct-story structure fell a short dis- 
tance when the ladder collapsed, 
but were not seriously injured. 

Tihe flames burned through the 
roofs of both manufacturing build- 
ings, and the cooling coils, about 15 
feet high, crashed down to a lower 
floor, damaging machinery.

817,601 Residents, De- 
cline of .53 of 1 Pet. 
Since 1930. 


A census by the Board of Wdu- 


the population of St. Louis as 817,- 
601, a decrease of 4359, or 53 of 1 
per. cent, from the figure of 821,- 
960 in the Federal census of 1930. 
The inhabitan& are divided in 


the board’s count as follows: White 
males, 345,868; white females, 372, 
954; all whites, ,718,822; Negro 
males, 46,210; Negro females, 52,- 
569; all Negroes, 98,779. Negroes 
constitute 12 per cent of the total. 
In 1930 there were 93,580 Negroes, 
or 11.3 per cent of the total. 

Philip J. Hickey had charge of 
the census for the Board of Edu- 
cation. He thinks it is reasonably 
accurate. The enumeration was 
made between Feb. 1 and June 1 by 
170 women employed under the 
CWA and relief programs. 

One division of the canvass was 
designed to show how many per- 
sons had moved into the city within 
the last year. It puts 4318 persons 
in this. category, including 3250 
whites and 260 Negroes who came 
from other urban communities and 
758 whites and 50 Negroes from the 
country. At first Hickey was in- 
clined to think these figures were 
too small, in the opinion that many 
persons who moved here recently 
might have claimed longer resi- 
dence for fear they might be struck 
off the relief rolls. Now, however, 
he has concluded the record is fair- 
ly accurate, although the influx 
was not as great as he thought 
might have been expected. 

The census, made primarily for 
the five-year school enumeration 
required by law, but enlarged to 
obtain other useful data, showed 
141,404 persons between 4 and 20 
years of age, inclusive, attending 
school—103,725 in public schools, 
34,348 in parochial schools and 3331 
in private, business and trade 
schools. In public schools the num- 
ber was divided as follows: White 
hoys, 43,428; white girls, 43,097; all 
whites, 86,525; Negro boys, 8453; 
Negro girls, 8747; all Negroes, 17,- 
200 


There were 34,022 whites and 326 
Negroes in parochial schools; 3282 
whites and 49 Negroes in private, 
business and trade schools. 

A count was made also of the 
number of crippled, blind and deaf 
and dumb persons, with these re- 
sults: 

Crippled—White males, 1746; 
white females, 1301; all whites, 
2047. Negro males, 256; Negro fe- 
males, 277; all Negroes, 533, Total, 
3580. 

Blind—White males, 343; white 
females, 358; all whites, 701; Negro 
males, 84;° Negro females, 97; all 
Negroes, 181; total, 882. 

Deaf and dumb—White males, 
312; white females, 451; all whites,

The County Press Association, 
with seven county newspapers rep~ 
resented, held a protest meeting last 
night in connection with awerding 
of the contract for printing of 
county primary election ballots 
without advertising of bids.

Louis, 710,000 ballots are being 
printed for the Election Board by 
a downtown firm at $6.25 a thou- 
sand. 

George Kriegsman, publisher of 
the Webster News-Times and presi- 
dent of the press association, said 
he was investigating the matter 
with a view possibly of seeking a 
grand jury inquiry, on the ground 
the law requires that bids be adver- 
tised for all county jobs amounting | 
to more than $500. 

0. E. Morton, publisher of the 
Maplewood News-Champion said: 
“It looks like a clear case of 
collusion to me. I would have 
been glad to have bid $10 a 
thousand for the job and would 
have made money at that. My 
plant, as well as that of the Web- 
ster News-Times, is fully equipped 
to handle the job as well as the 
Leader.

Supreme Court. Rules Against 
Blue Springs (Mo.) Munic- 
ipal- Waterworks Project.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 31.—An 
issue of $80,000 in revenue bonds au- 
thorized by the City Council of 
Blue Springs, Jackson County, for 


a municipal waterworks was de- 
clared invalid by the Supreme 
Court en banc, today, because the 
bond jssue had not been submitted 
to voters of the town, in an election, 
for approval. 

Blue Springs, a fourth-class city 
of 706 population, had expected to 
supplement the $60,000 bond issue 
with an outright grant of $24,000 
of Federal Public Works Adminis- 
tration funds. The town has no 
waterworks at present. 


Friendly Test Suit. 


The case, a friendly proceeding, 
was instituted largely to obtain a 
ruling on whether smaller cities of 
Missouri could issue revenue bonds, 
payable out of plant earnings. for 
construction of municipally owned 
public utilities. This question was 
not passed on, however, the decision 
turning on failure of the City Coun- 


jcil to submit the bond issue to 


voters in an election, as required by 
law. 

Under constitutional and statu- 
tory provisions, bonds issued by 
smaller cities of the State must be 
retired through taxation on proper- 
ty. A two-thirds majority is re 
quired, in an election, for approval 
of such an issue. Cities of more 
than 75,000 population are author- 
ized by the Constitution to issue 
revenue bonds for construction of 
public utilities, payable only out of 
plant revenues, by a four-sevenths 
majority in an election. 

Judge Frank E. Atwood, who 
wrote the opinion, held that failure 
of the Blue Springs Council to 
comply with the election require- 
ment invalidated the bonds. Be-

“The uniform 
legislative policy of this State, evi- 
denced by the Constitution and 
statutes, is that assent there to of 
the inhabitants of the city at an 
election held for that purpose, is 
essential. 

“When the Legislature has ex- 
pressly provided a method or meth- 
ods by which a power conferred on 
a municipality shail be exercised, 
the municipality has no implied 
power to exercise it in another 
manner.”

As is usual in periods of exces- 
sively high temperatures, the rela- 
tive humidity was low, the average 
at noon during the hottest week 
being 27, compared with a normal! of 
50 for the month. The lower hu- 
midity made the heat less oppres- 
sive. A higher humidity, Nunn said, 
would have tended to lower the 
temperature, but would only have 


“made the weather more disagree- 


able. 

The average temperature for the 
month was 87.5, 8.7 degrees above 
normal, and the average night tem- 
perature, from 8 p. m. until 5 a. mi., 
was 83.2 degrees, 7.4 degrees ubove 
normal. These warm nights fol- 
lowed those of June, which aver- 
aged 77.9, or 6.3 above normal. The 
warmest night in June was that of 
the 27th-28th, which averaged 86.9.

Criticises Cochran’s Votes. 

He criticised Cochran for voting 
for “gag rule,” preventing amend- 
ment of certain bills except in the 
committee to which the measure 
had been referred. He attacked 
him for fighting for an amendment 
to a bill to strengthen criminal laws 
providing that the Attorney-General 
might offer a reward “dead or 
alive” for a criminal not previous- 
ly convicted of a crime involving 
personal violence.

Says Revenue May Be 


Diverted if Obligations 
Are Protected.

JEFFERSON CITY, July, 31.— 

Surplus’ earnin of a municipal 

water plant owned. by a Missouri 

city of the third class may be 


transferred to other municipal uses, 
by city ordinance, if the transfer 
does not endanger ability of the 
city to meet interest and principal 
payments on any bonds outstand- 
ing against the plant, the Attorney- 
General's department ruled yester- 
day. 

The opinion, by Assistant Attor- 
ney-General E. H. Miller, was is- 
sued to the City of Carthage at the 
request of city officials. 

Carthage officials asked for the 
ruling on the ground that the city 
had about $38,000 in delinquent 
taxes outstanding, that many prop- 
erty owners would be unable to pay 
their taxes at the end of this year 
and that some relief could be af- 
forded if surplus earnings of the 
municipal plant coujd be trahs- 
ferred to other municipal purposes. 

Miller said there were no statutes 
or court decisions in Missouri spe- 
cifically authorizing use of surplus 
revenue from municipally owned 
water plants for other municipal 
purposes, nor were there any ex- 
press statutory prohibitions against 
such use. 

No Approval Expressed. 

“It must not be understood that 
we express any approval of such 
action by the city or its board in 
charge of the waterworks as would 
maintain water rates at a higher 
rate than necessary for the purpose 
of raising revenue for other pur- 
poses,” Miller said, “in view of sec- 
tion 7675 (revised statutes of 1929) 
which provides that the rate shall 
be sufficiently high to raise money 
for certain named purposes, and 
does not include any purposes other 
than expense of maintenance, bond 
interest and retirement, but if the 
rates established by the City of 
Carthage or its duly authorized 
board are reasonable, and if they 
result in a surplus over the statu- 
tory requirements of section 7675, 
we find nothing in the statutes or 
decisions of this State prohibiting 
the use of a surplus for other mu- 
nicipal purposes.” 

Miller pointed out that the righta 
of owners of bonds outstanding 
against the municipal plant might 
be affected by such a transfer, 
since, by law, they had a first lien 
on revenues from such a plant. 

“Of course,” Miller said, “such 
holders only have a right to re- 
ceive interest on the dates fixed 
in such bonds, and to receive the 
principal upon the date or dates 
of maturity of such bonds, and if 
these payments were made accord- 
ing to the provisions in the bonds 
there would be no right of com- 
plaint by such bondholders. 

Right of Bondholders. 

“However,' if there should be a 
failure to meet any of the interest 
or principal payments according to 
the terms of such bonds, the bond- 
holders would have a right, based 
on contraet, to bring an action for 
a diversion of property which was 
subject to their lien, and if such 
bondholders reasonably felt, even 
though at present there is no de- 
fault, that there was a probability 
that such default would be caused 
in the event funds were diverted 
from the waterwérks fund, such 
bondholders might be able to enjoin 
such diversion ,b” an appropriate 
proceeding. 

“It is our opinion that, assuming 
the water rates of the City of Car- 
thage to be reasonable, any sur- 
plus income ove and above the re- 
quirements of section 7675 could be 
transferred by ordinance from the 
waterworks fund and used by the 
city for other public municipal pur- 
poses, but that holders of bonds iz- 
sued to pay for such waterworks

Cleveland has evidenced no en- 
thyigiasm for the royal call, but a 
P@werful group of royalist Haps- 
biurgs, led by Countess Maria La- 
rigech, niece of Empress Elizabeth, 
‘wife of the late Emperor Franz Jo- 
geph of Austria, is urging Cleveland 
to bid for the throne. 

Said to Be Direct Heir. 

The Countess points out that 
Cleveland is the son of Crown 
Prince Rudolph of Austria and 
therefore direct heir to the crown. 
Otto is the son of Emperor Charles, 
who was only the nephew of Em- 
peror Franz Joseph. 

And the story goes— 

Crown Prince Rudolph, the bril- 
liant, handsome, uncontrollable, had 
a love affair with Princess You- 
daughter of Czar Alex- 
ander of Russia. The Crown Prince 
was married to Princess Stephanie 
of Belgium. 

Princess Yourievsky was forced 
to flee to the United States where 
her son was born. She left him in 
an orphanage and returned to the 
continent, where she died. 

Crown Prince Rudolph commit- 
ted suicide. This was more than 
40 years ago. 

Cleveland has papers (the roy- 
alists call them documents) but he 
does not talk about them. He will 
tell you he was born in 1889 in Hot 
Springs, Ark., that when he was 1 
year old he was left in St. Ann’s 
Orphanage in St. Louis. He was 
transferred to another orphanage 
at Indian Creek, Mo., six years 
later. 

Now, Cleveland is a prominent 
citizen of his town. He married 
Jessie Perry and lives a happy 
American life. But his supporters 
plead that there is the past and the 
future in his blood. 


Cleveland Says He Was Asked 
Long Ago to Return to Austria. 
Commenting on the invitation of 

Countess Larisch to attempt to as- 

sume the Austrian throne, James 

Longstreet Cleveland, reached by 

telephone at his home near 

Columbia, told a Post-Dispatch re- 

porter today that he would prefer 

that she tell the tale of anv royal 
antecedents he may possess. 

Disclosing that he had been in 
communication for years witb 
Countess Larisch, who would be 
his second cousin if the claims of 
the monarchist group are true, he 
gaid that several months ago she 
wrote him, urging him to return to 
Austria. 

“But I'd rather be a dirt farmer 
in Boone County than Emperor of 
Austria, even if I could attain the 
throne,” Cleveland said, “and I de- 
clined the invitation of the Count- 
ess.” 

Cleveland said that the titled 
woman who says he is the natural 
grandson of the late Emperor 
Franz Joseph and direct heir to the 
Austrian throne replied that she 
deemed it “very noble” for him to 
adhere to the Democratic ideals of 
America and refuse to go to Aus- 
tria and the possible pomp of court. 

“If I could do anything for Aus- 
tria it might be different,” Cleve- 
land said, “but I don’t know any- 
thing about European conditions. I 
ean do more for Europe by serving 
this country, maybe aiding in 
bringing about co-operation be- 
tween all nations, in accordance 
with Wilsonian ideals.” 

The Countess was in Florida six 
or seven years ago, Cleveland said, 
and urged him earnestly at that 
time to press his claim. “She told 
me she would put me in touch with 
army officers who served under 
her uncle if I would say the word,” 
Cleveland said, “but I never told 
her I would. 

“T don’t remember either of my 
parents. At 14 I was given some in- 

timation that my parents were of 
the royalty, but I resolved never to 
it.

This appraisal, made by C. E. 
Smith & Co., consulting engineers 
for the city, compares with esti- 
mates of $54,867,000 to $60,045,000 
made by two Chicago engineering 
firms whose reports were filed with 
the commission last week by the 
Laclede company. 

For the property used in gas op- 
erations, the Smith appraisal gives 
values of $32,097,094 and $26,516,261 
on the two bases. The Smith esti-

The County Court, at the times 
when the money was transferred 
from the road tax fund, contended 
that it had the authority to make 
such transfers under a State stat- 
ute, providing Courts could trans- 
fer proceeds of special funds to gen- 
eral revenue, County Highway En-) 
gineer Crutsinger has contended, 
however, that the road tax money 
did not constitute a special fund and 
could not be transferred to general 
revenue.

Four straight world’s champion- 
ships have been lost by their de- 
fenders in the huge Long Island 
bowl. Max Schmeling lost to Jack 
Sharkey there in the famous “we- 
wuz-robbed” fight. It was there 
Primo Carnera knocked out Shar- 
key the following year. There, this 
year, McLarnin bowed to Ross, and 
Carnera in his turn was knocked 
out by Max Baer. 

Add to that record the sinister 
history of the welterweight cham- 
pionship and you have a pretty ket- 
tle of fish. The last nine welter- 
weight champions have been shorn 
of their titles the first time they 
have attempted to defend them.

LONDON, July 31 dicont Brit- 
ain went ahead today with plans 
for a stronger air force. 
of the expansion program was 
voted overwhelmingly by the House 
of Commons after Stanley Bald- 
win, acting Prime Minister, ex- 
pressed belief Germany might 
greatly enlarge its armaments in 
the air. A Laborite motion to cen- 
sure the air plans was rejected by 
a vote of 404 to 60. 

Distrust of Germany’s plans was 
indicated by the statements of Bald- 
win and Sir John Simon, Foreign 
Secretary. Opponents of increased 
appropriations for aircraft did not 
press their fight. 

A charge that Germany, “in viola- 
tion of the peace treaty, has creat- 
ed a military air force now nearly 
two-thirds as strong as our home 
defense force,” was made by Win- 
ston Churchill, Conservative mem- 
ber of Parliament. 

“If we do not act now,” Baldwin 
told the House, “we may find our- 


‘? selves later on in terrible jeopardy.” 


To Ask for Bigger Navy. 

Great Britain has already served 
notice it intends to ask for a bigger 
navy at the 1935 naval conference. 
The air force was engaged last 
week in defensive and offensive 
Maneuvers over London, said by 
Government opponents to have 
been timed with parliamentary de- 
bate on the air program. 

Baldwin, in one of the most sen- 
sational foreign policy speeches 
heard in the House since the World 
War, said rapid advancement in the 
air had made Great Britain foresee 
a new frontier extending beyond its 
own borders. 

“Let us not forget,” he said, “that 
since the day of air old frontiers 
have gone and when you think of 
the defenses of England you no 
longer think of the white cliffs of 
Dover; you think of the Rhine. 
That is where our frontier lies to- 
day.” 


Records Indicate Error in Figures 
as to U. 8S. 
#y the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 31. —Asser- 
tion by Stanley Baldwin in the 
House of Commons that military 
air services of the United States 
had been increased by 240 planes 
in the past four years was not 
borne out by an examination of 
available War and Navy Depart- 

ent records. 

Congress in 1926 authorized a 
building program to increase the 
Navy strength to 1000 planes.’ This 
figure was attained in 1930, and 
since then routine replacements of 
obsolete or crashed ships have not 
increased the number above 1000. 

The present army strength is 
about 1475 planes of all types, in- 
cluding 100 allotted to the National 
Guard.

NRA as Conducted Is ‘Abhorrent 
To American Sense of Justice,’ 
Says F ormer Solicitor-General 


Thomas D. Thatcher Asserts Compliance Is 
Forced ‘Regardless of Damage Calls 
Method of Appeal Inadequate. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, July 31.—The NRA 
as administered by Hugh 8. John- 


}80n was described last night by 


Thomas D. Thacher, Solicitor-Gen- 
eral in the Hoover administration, 
as “abhorrent to the American sense 
of justice and fair play.” 

Speaking over a national radio 
hook-up in the Republican National 
Committee’s political speech series, 
Thacher said the great’ question ¢o 
be determined in the next Congress 
was to what extent the policy of 
giving the President vast powers 
over agriculture and industry should 
be continued. 

“The question will certainly be 
considered, and may well be de- 
cided, by the new Congress,” 
Thacher said. “Consequently, it 
should be the controlling issue in 
the congressional election this fall. 

Issue Above Parties. 

“It involves the Ainerican system 
of government and rises far above 
the fortunes of candidates or of 
political parties. Knowledge of the 
new system and its effect upon in- 
dividual men and women is neces- 
sary to intelligent discussion.” 

Under necessity in the last 17 
months, he said, hasty legislative 
and executive action had been tak- 
en without “considered thought of 
the ultimate consequences of the 
action taken. 

“Vast powers over finance, agri- 
culture, industry and commerce 
have been delegated to the Presi- 
dent, who in turn has delegated 
these extraordinary powers to sub- 


ordinate officials, and even to per- 
sons in private life who are not un- 
der the duties and obligations im- 
posed by statute upon those charged 
with. official responsibility. 
Regimentation of People. 

“Through the exercise of such 
powers, thus delegated, the individ- 
ual pursuits of our people have been 
brought under bureaucratic regi- 
mentation and control.” 

Thacher said the Government had 
employed the boycott to “coerce 
compliance with code provisions” 
and added: 

“The net result of these and other 
coercive measures contained in the 
codes, in the absence of any ade- 
quate method of appeal to the 
courts, is to compel compliance re- 
gardless of loss or damage which 
may result.... 

“That the administration will not 
reform the NRA unless compelled 
to do so by vigorous opposition in 
Congress seems certain. 

“No well-intentioned bureasecrat 
ever relinquished his power to de- 
cide an issue arising between the 
Government and one of its citizens. 

“It is for the people to say, in 
the coming elections, whether such 
powers shall be continued without 
restraint. 

“Gen. Johnson calls the NRA 
self-government in business. Sena- 
tor Borah calls it bureaucracy in 
combination with monopoly. Call it 
what you will. As it is now admin- 
istered, it is abhorrent to the Amer- 
ican sense of justice and fair 
play.” 


TECTINICAL DIRECTOR 
FOR TREE BELT PLAN 


Raphael Von Selected to De- 
velop Methods of Raising 
Nursery Stock. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 31. — Dr. 
Raphael Von, director of the Lake 
States’ Forest Experiment Station, 
was placed in charge yesterday of 
technical phases of the great plains 
tree belt project. 

Dr. Von will collaborate with Fred 

W. Morrell, administrative head of 
the project, which calls for a belt 
of trees 100 miles wide from the 
Canadian border to the Texas Pan- 
handle. 
Dr. Von arrived here _ recently 
from St. Paul. His principal job 
will be to develop methods for rais- 
ing the required nursery stock and 
for planting the trees. 

The shelter belt, he said today, 
would help materially in checking 
dust storms and alleviating drouth, 
but added: 

“Windbreak planting in the plains 
is only one of the means of reduc- 
ing wind erosion and creating more 
favorable climati: conditions. Stop- 
ping wind erosion by expanding 
the grassy areas or stabilizing the 
soil by different methods of crop- 
ping, must be a part of the larger 
project.” 

“All these activities must be in- 
tegrated and directed toward the 
common goal, This will call for the 
closest co-operation with other agen- 
cies, including the state conservation 
departments, state agricultural col- 
leges and experiment stations, the 
Bureau of Soils, Biological Survey, 
Bureau of Plant Industry, and 
Weather Bureau. 


COTTON PROCESSING TAX 
RATE TO BE CONTINUED 


4.2 Cents a Pound Is Prescribed by 
AAA for 1934-35 Mar- 
ketnig Year. 
WASHINGTON, July . 31—The 
Farm Administration announced

TO PERMIT DEPORTATIONS 


Moscow So Far Has Refused to 
Approve Passports of Reds | 
Ordered Out of America.

WASHINGTON, July - 31.— The 
United States, through William C. 
Bullitt, Ambassador to Moscow, is 
seeking an agreement with the So- 
viet Government under which un- 
wanted aliens of Russian national- 
ity may be deported. 

Officials said today the discus- 
sions on the proposed agreement 
were still in the preliminary stage 
and the State Department was 
awaiting the Soviet Union’s ap- 
proval and a full report from Bul- 
litt before making any definite 
plans to set up the necessary depor- 
tation machinery. 

If the Soviet Government agrees 
to enter into negotiations the Labor 
Department has suggested to the 
State Department that W. W. Hus- 
band of Vermont, Assistant Secre- 
tary of Labor in the Coolidge and 
Hoover administrations, be sent to 
Moscow as a +technical adviser to 
Bullitt to assist in’ drawing up the 
agreement. The Labor Department 
said it had given Husband a tem- 
porary position in the Immigration 
office. 

The Immigration Bureau has or- 
dered about 80 Russians deported 
because of their Communistic ac- 
tivities, but has been unable to send 
them out of the country because, 
so far, Russia has refused to ap- 
prove their passports. Some of 
these cases have been pending for 
months. 


POPE LEAVING THIS WEEK 
FOR HIS SUMMER ESTATE 


It Will Be First Time Pius Has 
Spent Night Outside the 
Vatican.

VATICAN CITY, July 31.—Pope 
Pius will leave for his summer es- 
tate, Castel Gandolfo, Friday ofr 
Saturday, it was announced by 
Vatican prelates today. 

The Papal Court will be trans- 
ferred to the summer palace, which 
will be used for the first time in 
many years. Never since his as- 
cendency has Pope Pius passed a 
night outside the Vatican. 

At Castel Gandolfo, 1400 feet high 
in the Alban Hills, the Pope will 
have access to the church’s most ex- 
tensive possession, The summer es- 
tate covers 136 acres, 25 acres more 
than the church state itself. Its 
confines embrace farm lands, beau- 
tiful gardens, ancient ruins and 
palatial residences. Wireless tele- 
phone communication with the Vat- 
ican is maintained, and a paved 
highway connects the estate with 
Rome, 


CELEBRATION OF NAVY DAY 
Slogan Will Be “Treaty Navy, Fully

WASHINGTON, July 31.—Naval 
commanders afloat and ashore were 
instructed yesterday by Admiral 
William H. Standley, chief of naval 
operations, to co-operate with the 
Navy League in observance of 
Navy day, Oct. 27. The celebration 
will have as its slogan “A treaty 
navy, fully manned, backed by an 
adequate merchant marine.” 

In informing Secretary Swanson of 
plans to commemorate Navy day on 
the anniversary of the birth of 
Theodore Roosevelt, Nelson Macy, 
league president, said the day would 
mean much this year to every patri- 
otic American because “we have 
started an orderly, systematic naval 
building plan, thanks to the Presi- 
dent’s wise policy and the passage 
of the wrt bill.” 


JAPAN WONT SEEK} jy 
NAVAL PARITY NOW 


‘*Not in My Mind to Expect 
Such Radical Changes As 
That So Suddenly,” 
Okada Asserts. 


By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, July 31.—Japan does not 
expect the United States and Great 
Britain to reduce their naval arm- 


aments.to Japan’s level, Premier 
Keisuke Okada told foreign corre- 
spondents today. 

Japan is undecided,. he added, 
whether to abrogate the Washing- 
ton treaty of 1922, by which the 
United States, Britain and Japan 
established a 5-5-3 ratio for capital 
ships. 

At his first meeting with repre- 
sentatives of the world’s press, the 
new Premier expressed confidence 
the 1935 naval conference would 
succeed. 

“In order to reduce the burden of 
taxation borne by peoples of the 
world,” he said, “naval armaments 
must be reduced to the smallest 
proportions possible. Such naval 
limitation must come from reduc- 
tions on the part of the heaviest 
armed nations.” 

Premier Okada was asked wheth- 
er this meant Japan would demand 
parity with America and Great Bri- 
tain, requiring them to reduce to 
Japan’s level. 

“It is not in my mind to cxpect 
such radical changes as that so 
suddenly,” he replied. 


Hopes for Better Method. 


“But I cannot favor the present 
ratio principle in naval limitation, 
which hurts the self-respect of cer- 
tain nations,” the Premier-Admiral 
continued. 

“I hope some better method can 
be discovered, but at the present I 
am not in a position to make defi- 
nite suggestions on the _ subject. 
Whether Japan should abrogate 
the Washington treaty is still under 
consideration, but has not yet been 
settled.” 

Asked whether he expected a 
United States-Japanese naval race 
to result if the 1935 conference 
failed, Okada answered> 

“In the first place, I refuse to be- 
lieve the conference will fail. I 
fully believe it will be successful. 
Personally, I sincerely want it to 
succeed.” 

“IT am unable,’ he said, “to see any 
reason why President Roosevelt's 
journey to Hawaii should be asso- 
ciated with naval questions (as was 
done by the Japanese press).” 

Japan Wants to Keep Islands. 

He said Japan was determined to 
retain islands in the equatorial Pa- 
cific held under a mandate of the 
League of Nations, although Japan’s 
secession from the League is effec- 
tive next March. 

“There is no reason for Japan to 
relinquish the islands,” Okada as 
serted. “We are determined to re- 
tain them chiefly for commercial 
reasons. We have money invested 
and are carrying on businesses 
there.” 

Asked if he had definite plans to 
promote friendship between the 
United States and Japan, the Pre- 
mier said: 

“I believe America and Japan are 
beund to live in the most intimate 
friendship. There are no difficult 
questions between the two coun- 
tries.” 

“The basic principle of our policy 
is to promote Japan’s friendly re- 
lations with other Powers in the in- 
terest of world peace,” he contin- 
ued. 

“The world is seething with polit- 
ical, economic and social unrest, 
producing an _ international 
mosphere of extreme uncertainty. 
The situation in Europe today may 
be said to be even more alarming 
than it was 20 years ago, prior to 
the great war. 

“It is all.the more incumbent 
upon us to exert every effort to re- 
store international relations to their 
normal] condition and to’ secure per- 
manent peace. 

Comment on China. 

“Concerning China, our nearest 
neighbor, we are watching develop- 
ments there with the utmost con- 
cern because they affect immediate- 
ly and with the highest importance 
the situation in Eastern Asia. 

“We believe it is Japan's high 
mission to contribute to the main- 
tenance of peace and order and the 
cultural advancement in Eastern 
Asia. 

“The Japanese people, fully realiz- 
ing their great responsibilities in 
this regard, are striving to fulfill 
} them. 

“The matter of readjustment of 
relations between Japan and Soviet 
Russia is being given careful con- 
sideration.

661,094 IN EXECUTIVE BRANCH 
OF GOVERNMENT IN JUNE 


New High for Employes in Peace 
Time; Total Exceeds by 2008 
That for May.

WASHINGTON, July 31.—A June 
tally of 661,094 employes in the 
executive branch of the Federal 
Government was announced today 
by the Civil Service Commission, a 
continued high in peace-time ser- 
vice. 

The Armistice day, 1919, grand 
total was 917,760, which had 
dropped by July, 1920, to 691,116, a 
figure which, according to the Civil 
Service, “still had war in it.”

All these totals are exclusive of 
legislative, judicial, and military 
branches of the Federal Govern- 
ment.

and adventure. 

Floods and encounters with giant 
Paviof brown bears, were experi- 
enced by the expedition in the un- 
explored region between Paviof 
Volcano and the tip of the Alaska 
Peninsula. 

“The party left its base camp 
here on June 22 for the fantastic 
Aghileen pinnacles, a group of 
weird and needle-like peaks visibie 
from the sea coast, but hitherto un- 
explored and unclimbed,” Father 
Hubbard said.

18 Inches of Rain. 

Good weather which marked the 
trip inland deserted the expedition 
as they prepared for the climb. For 
11 days torrential rains flooded the 
country, marooning the party and 
exhausting the food supply. Eight- 
een inches of rain fell in three days, 

During a break in the storm, 
Father Hubbard, Kenneth Chis- 
holm, his younger brother Douglas, 
and Edgar Levin, his assistants 
from Santa Clara University, at- 
tempted to fight their way back to 
the coast for supplies.

Plans for Memorial Piaza. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
) HE suggestion of John Jay Johns, in 

the Post-Dispatch last Friday, for a 
fountain in the center of the Memorial 
Plaza is an excellent one, but has been 
anticipated by the Plaza Commission. The 
commission long ago came to the conclu- 
sion that the use of water in the Plaza 
design would be highly desirable. ‘There- 
fore, the plans, as thus far devéloped, call 
for fountains and pools. 

The city now owns title to three blocks 
between Market and Chestnut and 
Twelfth and Fifteenth streets. These 
blocks were never intended to be built 
upon, but were to be left open to form 
what will be known as Memorial Plaza. 
They will be embellished with not only 
pools and fountains, but possibly with 
trees and shrubbery, properly . designed 
lighting standards and, in time, good 
sculpture and other accessories of out- 
door architecture.

It will 
then be bounded on the south by City 
Hall, Municipal Courts Building and the 


Auditorium, on the north by three digni-|to meet expectation. 


fied public buildings, the center one of 
which will be the Soldiers’ Memorial, 

The Plaza will be bounded on the east 
by the Civil Courts Building, and termi- 
nated at its west end, Fifteenth street, 
by some feature of an architectural char- 
acter like the Chateau d’Eau which has 
been suggested. From this, water will 
issue in a cascade into a pool north of 
the Auditorium. The same water will re- 
appear in another large pool and foun- 
tain in the middle of the block, lying be- 
tween the Municipal Courts Building and 
the Soldiers’ Memorial, to reappear again 
in another pool in the block north of the 
City Hall and west of the Civil Courts. 

The present plans for the Soldiers’ 
Memorial call for a building about the 
height of the Municipal Courts Build- 
ing, surrounded by a simple colonnade. 
The building will be open at the center, 
as is the ‘Jefferson Memorial, so that 
the vista from the library to the Muni- 
cipal Courts Building will not be entire- 
ly closed. — 

The city also holds title to a seventh 
block, namely, that lying between Pine 
and Olive, and Thirteenth and fFour- 
teenth. It is proposed that this block 
will constitute a sort of garden court, or 
small plaza, between the library and the 
Memorial Building. 

If, in the course of time, the private- 
ly-owned buildings facing this court on 
Thirteenth and Fourteenth streets are 
designed in proper architectural charac- 
ter, St. Louis will possess a center of 
which she may well be proud. 

There need be no fear of any feeling 
of congestion. The Memorial Plaza it- 
self will be more than a quarter of a 
mile long and the distance from building 
to building, north and south, will be 
something over 500 hundred feet.

MAKING THE PRIMARY CLICK. 
sachusetts. It is called the pre-primary conventfon. 
Its purpose is to simplify the primary by avoiding 
the confusion inseparable from a multiplicity of can- 
didates with whose fitness for /office the public has 
no means of informing itself. eR 

There is nothing mandatory in the pre-primary 
convention’s action. It is an advisory. body, so to 
speak. It indorses the nominees for offices for which 
the entire electorate votes. The indorsement simply 
means that the party leaders sponsor the candidates 
80 approved. Nobody is enjoined from running for 
office merely because he failed to get the pre-primary 
convention’s sanction. The field is open to him, 
precisely as if the pre-primary convention had never 
met. He can get his name on the ticket by filing 
nomination papers. 

The effectiveness of the plan remains to be dem- 
onstrated. It is assumed that the candidates pre- 
ferred by the pre-primary conventions, and designat- 
ed as such on the primary ballot, will have a cer- 
tain moral advantage in coming before the public 
as the choice of the party leaders. They will be 
vouched for at least by the expert and considered 
judgment of the party. The average voter will know 
for whom he is voting. He will not have to shut his 
eyes ‘and pull a number out of a hat, as he often, in 
effect, has to do in primary elections; A.case im- 
mediately in point may be cited—that of the primary 
in te Saturday, where the ballot, according to 
press\reports, “was a yard long and almost as wide.” 

In the Massachusetts plan, the representative char- 
acter of the pre-primary convention is maintained. 
Bach voting district is entitled to a delegate for every 
1500 votes cast at the previous gubernatorial elec- 
tion. A district that cast less than that number, of 
votes has one delegate. No electoral unit, therefore, 
is excluded. Everyone is represented in equitable 
proportion. 

Both of the major parties have held pre-primary 
conventions this year and indorsed candidates for 
Governor and United States Senator. Whether they 
have voiced popular sentiment, we are not in a posi- 
tion to say. But a vehement protest has been filed 
by former Mayor Curley of Boston against the action 
of the Democratic convention, which, he charges, was 
controlled by Gov. Ely and Senator Walsh. Mr. Cur- 
ley is ambitious to be Governor himself, has an 
nounced his intention to run, ag he may rightfully 
and is privileged to do, and thus puts the plan to 
something of a test at the very outset. ‘ 

The Curley revolt strikes us as a wholesome de- 
fiance. It is proof, too, that the fundamental theory 
of the primary, to put the question of selecting can- 
didates before the whole party, is still intact in Mas- 
sachusetts. But Mr. Curley’s declared intention, if 
elected, to ask for the repeal of the pre-primary con- 
vention act, seems to us unfortunate. Here is an ef- 
fort to amend the primary law, without in any way 
impairing its essential purpose of vesting the nomi- 
nating power in the rank and file. It is unfortunately 
true that this essential purpose has been more the- 
oretical than actual. The abuses inherent in the old 
delegate convention were such as to preclude the 
probability of reviving it. Yet the primary has failed 
It is notorious that primary 
nominations are almost always minority nominations. 
Voters simply will not participate in them, except in 
small numbers. Why this is so may be variously ex- 
plained. One reason that cannot be rejected is the 
fact that the voter, in so many instances, has no 
idea for Whom to vote. : 

That is a condition. which should, and somehow 
must, be remedied, as Massachusetts is trying to do. 
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A VENTURE INTO THE STRATOSPHERE. 

Does anyone think that the three army aeronauts 
who made a thrilling flight and perilous descent in 
the Explorer, world’s largest free balloon, were mere- 
ly seeking an altitude record or just trying to escape 
the heat? If so, it is a wild guess. A complete list 
of vi’ they set out to do would probably fill a col- 
umn. A few of the objectives of the cargo of deli- 
cate instruments they took along were: measurement 
of temperature, barometric pressure, cosmic rays, 
solar radiation and sky brightness, study of elec- 
trical conditions, actinic value of light, wind direc- 
tion and velocity, effects of altitude on radio, photo- 
graphing of solar spectrum and of the earth to check 
methods for determining altitude. 

Wrecking of all the instruments, except possibly 
the barograph, is the great disappointment of the 
flight, which had required months of preparation. 
It was a flying scientific laboratory in which Maj. 
Kepner, Capt. Anderson and Capt. Stevens took off. 
When the balloon was torn open, after rising to 
60,000 feet, they saved their lives by parachute leaps, 
happily escaping the fate of the three Russian bal- 
loonists who were killed last January after reaching 
an altitude of 62,304 feet. 

This mishap will no more than delay the insatiable 
research into the stratosphere and other lofty phe- 
nomena. The Army Air Corps, National Geographic

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THIS SUMMER IN. MISSOURI. 

At this time of year ordinarily a lovely country 
lush with the fruits of creation, Missouri is instead 
suffering from one of the most ruthless drouths in 
history. In the fields, corn is dying or is dead; other 
crops, if not already abandoned or cut for fodder, 
are in the same condition. Green vegetables are al- 
most unobtainable. In the woods, scrub growth is 
withering and the large trees, though still green, 
cannot long withstand the famishing process. Here 
and there, forest fired rage and the sky gives no 
promise of the rain that would quench them. Streams 
are at the lowest stage in memory. Wild lifé is dis- 
appearing. Missouri’s woods and countryside are 
truly a tragic sight. — 

In the country, the subject of the weather is not 
the idle and often almost academic one it is in the 
city. We in the city suffer displeasure and annoy- 
ance and sometimes illness at times like this, but in 
the country everything depends’ upon that balance 
of rain and sunshine that makes the earth fertile; 
that provides pasturage for stock; that brings fruit 
out On the trees; that produces crops from which 
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ter to a superstitious belief that the world is coming 
to an end. 

We have thought ourselves cursed with an over- 
pondering the problem of agricultural surpluses. We 
are now left to reflect upon the infinitely worse prob- 
lem of scarcity. . } 
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"gets ON THE UPPER RIVERS. ee § 

Work is progressing rapidly on the dams which are 
to convert the Upper Mississippi River into a series 
of lakes. Some of the 26 construction units are com- 
plete, others are just beginning. There are already 
two such lakes‘on the upper river—one made by the 
Keokuk Dam, the ,other by nature. They are re- 
spectively Cooper Lake and Lake Pepin. 

It is estimated that 15,000 men will be given em- 
ployment on the sites of these dams, the total cost of 
which will approximate $144,000000. Not since the 
palmy days of lumbering has there been so much 
activity on the upper river. Tow boats go to and 
fro. Dredges puff and strain. The Stars and Stripes 
fly with the red flag of the engineers from steam- 
boats, quarter boats, office boats, etc. 

The roller dams on the Upper Mississippi are some- 
thing new in engineering. They have the virtue of 
being lifted up by mechanical processes, so that the 
water may run under the dam and carry its alluvium 
with it. It is in this way that the dams on the 
Mississippi will avoid immense accumulations of 
sand and silt. The purpose of these dams is to give 
the Mississippi from St. Louis to Minneapolis a uni- 
form minimum depth of nine feet. Flood control is 
not a great problem on the Upper Mississippi; It will 
be exercised only to a limited degree by controlling 
the discharge under the dams. 

The same engineering principle is being applied to 
the Upper Missouri. The Government has just let 
the contract for a dam on the Missouri at Fort Peck. 
The effect of this dam will be to impound the waters 
of the Upper Missouri, a function that will serve the 
purposes both of flood control and of irrigation. 

The present engineering policy upon the Missouri 
is that of regulation, with a vast storage reservoir 
at the top. The Mississippi plan is that of canaliza- 
tion, in which the flow of.water is arrested by dams. 
There is no such water supply at the head of the 
Mississippi as there is at the head of the Missouri. 

The water impounded behind the Fort Peck Dam 
will be stored in the wet season and liberated as 
needed. Heretofore, the water has rushed down from 
the mountains and surged down the Missouri the 
best way it could, as wild and unbridled a stream as 
there was in the world. If the calculations of the 
engineers are right, the Big Muddy will henceforth 
be on a curb bit. 

The Upper Mississippi improvement should be im- 
pressive, for here is one of the most beautiful of riv- 
ers. At the very outset of the dam system, which 
begins at Alton, the limestone cliffs, sculptured by 
time, are the chief show-piece of the St. Louis excur- 
sion boats. Farther north, the river traverses a most 
picturesque region. The hills are higher. There are 
more islands. The water is clearer. The shores are 
rockier. To make the Upper Mississippi into a chain 
of lakes must in time be to make it one of the great- 
est of our playgrounds. r 
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DOLLFUSS’ BEQUEST TO AUSTRIA. 

Prince Starhemberg, in his address to the Austrian 

people shortly after the Chancellor’s assassination, 
said: “Do not depart one inch from the way pre- 
scribed by Dollfuss, just as the Federal Cabinet will 
not depart one inch from it.” Dr. Schtischnigg, the 
new Chancellor, also has indicated the Government 
will adhere rigidly to the Dollfuss policies. So the 
posthumous article by Dollfuss, printed in the Post- 
Dispatch Sunday, as written for the Paris Excelsior, 
takes on more than historic interest. It outlines the 
policies which Austria, powder keg of Europe, is to 
follow for the present. 
» “Those who are not for us are against us,” wrote 
Dolifuss. And, “We find ourselves at the height of 
our battle. ... Many of us feel ourselves in danger 
of a foul blow.” The words were prophetic, not 
only for Dollfuss, but for his successors. The new 
Cabinet may be expected to follow Dollfuss’ patri- 
otic defense of his country against the Nazis, as well 
as his oppression of the Socialists. Both phases of 
the battle may provoke a “foul blow” at any mo- 
ment. The hopes for Huropean peace center upon 
the stability of the new Government. 

The extracts reprinted on this page from a Current 
History article show what manner of man is Vice- 
Chancellor Starhemberg. It is probable he will be 
the real ruler of Austria, using Chancellor Schusch- 
nigg as his straw man. Last April, Schuschnigg 
yielded to Starhemberg his cofitgpi over the Clerical 
Troopers, a private army allie with the Christian 
Social party, and they were incorporated in the Heim- 
wehr. Dolifuss had similarly stbmitted to the young 
Prince. On the audacious, ambitious Starhemberg 
and the Fascist Heimwehr rests the issue of peace 
or war in Europe as he carries out the Dollfuss poli- 
cies, which in many respects were his own.

Starhemberg’s Power in Austria 


Driving ambition, hatred of Socialism and fixity of purpose characterize Austrian 
leader, writer says; once viewed Hitler as idol, but now is enemy of Nazis; by 
Mussolini's help, Prince built Heimwehr into force of 100,000; an advocate of 
Hapsburg restoration, his policies will have important bearing on nation’s future.

ROUND the person of Prince Ernst Rue- 
A aise: von Starhemberg, Vice-Chancellor 

of Austria and leader of its Fascist 
Home Guard (the Heimwehr), his followers 
have built a legend. His political opponents 
speak of him as extremely “borniert,” that 
is, of limited mental capacity. All agree, how- 
ever, that without him, Austria’s contem- 
porary history would be entirely different. 

Chancellor Engelbert Dollfuss had politi- 
cal ability.and native intelligence; Minister 
of the Interior Emil Fey has a strong will 
and ruthlessness; Prince Starhemberg has 
none of these characteristics to such a large 
degree, but he has fixity of purpose. Never- 
theless, it is his Austria that is a living re- 
ality today and his obsession that created 
the new state. 

Although he knows the highways and by- 
ways of Vienna, he does not know Vienna's 
soul—its peaceful ways and progressive cos- 
mopolitanism. His simple mind is baffled 
by the complexity of the metropolis, and he 
reacts to it with violent hatred. Nor does he 
know anything about Socialism, which ex- 
plains his excessive hatred of the Marxian 
creed. He could have easily convinced him- 
self of the efficiency and honesty of the So- 
cialist city government of. Vienna, but he 
did not care to complicate his life by trying 
to disprove fundamental beliefs.

The Starhemberg family had enormous es- 
states and more than a score of castles. 
The Princes were kind and treated their 
servants with as much solicitude as if they 
had been their serfs. Ernst Ruediger often 
heard his elders hold forth at the family 
dinner table about progress, which they 
called an insult to God, and about Social- 
ism, which was high treason to them. 

What was a young Prince to do in a Re- 
public run by the common herd? He decided 
to set out on a trip of adventure, offering 
his sword to the champions of noble causes. 
In 1923, he was in Munich, drinking in the 
words of a countryman of his, Adolf Hitler. 
The Prince joined the Hitler forces, and we 
are told he took part in the beer hall putsch. 

After Hitler’s failure, Starhemberg re- 
turned to Austria, disappotnted but not dis- 
mayed. He now turned to his own estates 
and began to drill his hundreds of servants. 
Such private armies were very much in 
vogue in those days. Since he had much 
money and spent it lavishly, the Heimwehr 
gradually came under his influence, Star- 
hemberg devoted all his time to organizing

tagonized the common people, and the 
avowed aim of the Hitlerites to annex Aus- 
tria to Germany and to fill the principal of- 
fices with Prussians and Bavarians antag- 
onized the politicians. 

The funds from Italy enabled the Prince 
to build up his Heimwehr forces to a 
strength of 100,000 men—four times greater 
than that of the Austrian regular army. 


Chancellor Dollfuss joined forces with 
Prince Starhemberg. Political arithmetic 
would have demanded that the Chancellor 
join the largest party in Austria, the Social 
Democrats, who were anxious to help him 
chase the brown wolf from the door. Such 
an alliance would have united behind the 
Chancellor nearly 90 per cent of the entire 
electorate. Why did Dolifuss, a shrewd 
politician, prefer the alliance of Prince Star- 
hemberg, whose Heimwehr represented only 
5 per cent of the population in Parliament? 
The answer is that Dolifuss’ alliance was 
not decided in Austria, but beyond its con- 
fines. The decision was made by Mussolini, 
who financed the Heimwehr. 

Prince Starhemberg’s role in the events 
of February, 1934, when the Fascist Heim- 
wehr, supported by the police and the army, 
made war on Social Democrats, as well as 
on their wives and children, is recent his- 
tory. Recently, Starhemberg himself ad- 
mitted to a correspondent that it was he who 
started the civil war in Austria. 

Although Prince Starhemberg was prob- 
ably the “master mind” of the civil war, the 
actual operations were largely in the hands 
of Maj. Emil Fey, a perfect specimen of the 
ruthless soldiery of Austria’s pre-war army, 
the type that considered duty above all, 
especially if it enabled them to gratify their 
sadistic lust. Starhemberg prevailed against 
Fey, who had to submit to the vice-chancel- 
lorship being taken from him and given to 
the Prince. Vienna cafes were buzzing with 
rumors-—-—probably better substantiated ‘than 
most Vienna cafe rumors are—that if Star- 
hemberg had not been elevated to his high 
position, he would have used his Heimwehr 
against the Chancellor in a life-and-death 
struggle for control of the state.

O far as “adjustment” of agricultural 
S production and prices is concerned, the 
New Deal planners cannot complain that the 
breaks have been against them. Through 
a variety of devices—all centering in “the 
Treasury money bags—they have substan- 
tially cut down production of many crops, . 
But their justifiable destruction looms small 
in comparison with the havoc wrought by 
nature. 

For the second year in succession, we 
approach a harvest devastated by almost un 
precedented drouth. On the basis of July 
1 conditions, the smallest crops in 30 years 
are officially forecast for wheat, oats, bar- 
ley, rye and flax. The corn crop, with the 
exception of 1930, also will be at a @0-year 
low. Together with sun-scorched pasturag:, 
this means short rations for beef cattle, pigs 
and milch cows, over wide areas and a re- 
sultant reduction in the supply of meat and 
milk. 

Among those to whom the farmers sell, 
there will be no shortage of food, for stocks 
as reduced will be ample. The domestic 
wheat carry-over—once as high as 393,000,000 
bushels and now about 277,000,000 bushelse— 
probably will, be reduced to, 125,000,000 
bushels, no more than a workable reserve 
of a commodity of widely varying supply. 

Among the farmers whose crops are 
ruined, there will be distress. It will be 
largely, if not wholly, relieved by Federal 
relief disbursernents. Farmers in areas free 
of drouth will enjoy substantially higher 
prices for -their products. To general Busi- 
ness, the effect on balance is moderately 
unfavorable. To the AAA, the result fs at 
least a temporary help. 

With the surplus problem less acute, at- 
tention can turn to more careful long-range 
planning. The time may come when we will 
crave smiles, rather than frowns, from 
Mother Nature. rr

This is not enough for diversified 
farming, but in a non-drouth year 
ft is sufficient to permit a good crop 
of wheat, planted in the _ spring, 
with a growing season concentrated 
immediately after the snows melt. 
Subsoil Water Gone. 
| ORTHWEST wheat draws its 
moisture not so much from 
rain as from the accumulation 
in the subsoil. Its roots penetrate 
four, five, sometimes six feet. 

But now five years of drouth 
have completely depleted the sub- 
soil. No matter how deep grow the 
wheat roots, moisture is almost non- 
existent. 


This is why wells, once sufficient 
ro families and livestock, now are 

ry. 

Soil experts of the Agriculture 
Department estimate that it will 
take years for the subsoil to recov- 
er its moisture in ceMain parts of 
the Middle West. Some of the land, 
they think, may never be reclaim- 
able, due to the fact that the wind 
has scooped the dry top soil up in 
dust storms and unloaded it in 
places least appreciated.

S A result of these studies, the 
A administration is working out 

a drouth rehabilitation pro- 
gram, which although not yet com- 
plete, is taking four general lines: 

1. Conversion of large areas of 
wheat land to pasturage. This 
would curtail erosion, cut down 
dust storms, create « better soil 
surface for holding moisture. 

2. Installation of a system of 
reservoirs. 

3. Transplanting families to areas 
enjoying better rainfall. 

4. Breaking prairie winds by the 
erection of the Presidents’ shelter 
belt. This also would help to retain 
moisture. 

Administration experts admit 
frankly that much of that vast, 
arid corridor running down through 
the Dakotas, Western Nebraska, 
Western Kansas to the gulf, never 
should have been homesteaded. 
They have been consistent in this 
view. As far back as 1873 the Geo- 


logical Survey reported thatno part 
of this area could be “cultivated.” 

One solution, therefore, is emi- 
gration—the moving of entire 
blocks of families—through the help 
of subsistence homesteads—to marp 
arable land. 

But the original homesteaders of 
the West come from pioneer stock. 
In the early days they fought In- 
dians, wolves, the buffalo. Now 
they fight drouth, cyclones, sub- 
zero weather. They were born 
fighting and they will die fighting. 

And so far not many have shown 
any intention of leaving their arid 
acres. 


South Dakota Homesteads. 


HE administration, however, 
T has prepared rich land in 

Southwest Dakota, capable of 
supporting 2000 families, and thith- 
er many drouth-stricken farmers 
may be induced to move. 

The administration also has 
worked out a plan for reservoirs— 
most people would call them ponds 
—on individual farms. Experts 
point out that if a farmer devotes 
five acres of this land for \a pond, 
he will get not only water for his 
stock, but also enough fish to equal 
the food value of five acres of 
wheat. 

No one of these presents a com- 
plete solution. Probably the drouth 
problem never will be completely 
solved. But these are the more im- 


dent will study and observe first 
hand on his trip through the 
stricken Northwest.

HUGO OLK 


HUGO OLK, VIOLINIST 
AND COMPOSER, DIES 


Former Concert Master for St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra 
Victim of Pneumonia. 


Hugo Olk, violinist, eomposer and 
former concert master of the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra, died of 
bronchial pneumonia yesterday at 
his home in Waterloo, Ill, after an 
iliness of several days. He had 
been in poor health for about three 
years and was 64 years old. 

The son of a musician, he had a 
varied and notable career in music. 
He was the principal first violin- 
ist and concert master of the St. 
Louis orchestra in the days when 
the late Max Zach was its con- 
ductor. 

Mr. Olk was born March 28, 
1870, at Koenigsberg, East Prussia, 
and studied the violin under his 
father, Carl Olk, and under four 
other teachers. As a youth he 
traveled for several years in 
Europe as soloist with the Olk 
Quintet Ensembie. 

At the golden jubilee of one of 
his teachers, the great Joseph Joa- 
chim, about 1890, Mr. Olk was one 
of three pupils of the master chos- 
ew to play one movement each of 
Joachim’s “Hungarian Concerto.” 

Played in Berlin Orchestras. 

In 1888 he played in Kroll’s Opera 
House orchestra in Berlin and 
from 1890 to 1896 he was a mem- 
ber and soloist of the Berlin Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra. Thereafter 
he was solo violinist with the sym- 
phony orchestra of Helsingfors, 
Finland, in 1898-99, and concert 
master and soloist of, the sym- 
phony orchestra at Kiev, Russia, in 
1899-1902. 

Coming to America, he was a 
member and soloist of the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition Festival Or- 
chestra for the World’s Fair here in 
1904. In the next several years he 
served, successively, as concert mas- 
ter im Henry Savage’s “Parsifal” 
orchestra, in the Philadelphia Sym- 
phony Orchestra for two ‘seasons, 
the Cincinnati Symphony Orchestra 
for two seasons and th2 Chicago 
Symphony Orchestra for a summer 
season. 

From 1907 to 1917 he was concert 
master and solo violinist of the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra, and 
from 1907 until his health caused 
him to retire about three years ago 
he was a violin teacher. His studio 
was at Grand boulevard and Arse- 
nal street. On his retirement, he 
moved to Waterloo. 

Wrote Music for Violin. 

Mr. Olk composed music only for 
the violin, his principal works be- 
ing technical studies. 

He was married in 1916 to Miss 
Meliss Hardy of Waterloo, who sur- 
vives. Others surviving are two 
sisters, Mrs. Louis C. Roehlk, 2033 
East Prairie avenue, and Mrs. Ernst 
Roehlk of Chicago, who married 
brothers,and a brother, Gustav Olk 
of Berlin, Germany. 

The funeral will be at 10 a. m. to- 
morrow at the Quernheim mortu- 
ary, Waterloo, with burial in Water- 


loo Cemetery.

Wholesale and Jobbing 
Sales 13 Pct. Smaller in 
June Than in Same 
Month in 1933. 


Business in the Eighth Federal 
Reserve District developed moder- 
ately recessionary trends in June 
andthe early part of July, due 
chiefly to seasonal influences ac- 
céentuated by prolonged hot weath- 
er, acéording to the current month- 
ly report of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of St. Louis, 'ssued today. 


Combined saies of wholesaling 
and jobbing firms, the report notes, 
were 23 and 13 per cent smaller, 
respectively, than sales for the pre- 
ceding month and June, 1933. De- 
creases under a year ag» are shown 
in boots and shoes, hardware, 
clothing, dry goods and furniture, 
while gaing are reported in ¢rugs 
and chemicals, electrical supplies, 
groceries and men’s hats. 

The dollar volume of retail trade, 
as reflected by department store 
sales in principal cities, was 9.9 per 
cent greater than the June, 1933, 
volume, but was 17.1 per cent below 
the total for the preceding month. 
In St. Louis, sales were 5.7 per cent 
above those in June, 1983. 


Heat Stimulates Some Lines. 

While tending to restrict business 
in some lines, the hot weather had 
a stimulating effect on seasonal 
merchandise, the :eport cuntinues, 
notably apparel, electrical supplies 
and beverages. There was a great- 
er disposition to uispose of inven- 
tories, the report says, ascribing 
this attitude in some measure to 
the drouth and uncertainty about 
crop production and prices. 

Pointing out that the present crop 
eason has been the most unfavor- 
able of any in recent years, the re- 
port says agriculture underwent 
little change in June. Hay produc- 
tion, it is stated, will be the lowest 
in many years, although the defi- 
ciency is expected to be reduced by 
planting of emergency forage crops. 
The estimated wheat yields as of 
July 1 was still above that of a 
year ago and the outlook for the 
corn crop was favorable on the 
whole,

EVERAL years ago a woman 

Was examined by a physician 

who, as he removed his stetho- 
scope from her heart, said very 
dramatically, “My! What an inter- 
esting heart!” From that moment 
on this woman has gone to doctor 
after doctor, all of whom assure her 
that she has no heart disease. But 
whenever she is told this, she sim- 
ply repeats, “If I have no heart 
disease, why did Dr. Blank say that 
I had an interesting heart?” 


Well, I suppose it is natural to 
blame the doctor for things like 
this, but he might have said it for 
any variety of reasons. He might 
have said it because it was a per- 
fectly normal heart, or just because 
he couldn’t think of anything to 
say. At any rate, a suggestion of 
this kind starts a train of “sequels 
which is often very distressing. The 
worst thing about it, of course, is 
that the patient is unable to believe 
any doctor she goes to, and one 
wonders why she goes to them. 
Even if someone told her she had 
heart disease, she probably would 
not believe him now. 

Functional disease of the heart is 
very common. Like most function- 
al disease, it is far commoner than 
organic disease. One of the best 
books on diseases of the heart starts 
out with the dramatic announce- 


Gas in the 
stomach, or the iarge intestine 
pressing up on the diaphragm, will 
cause consciousness of the heart 
beat. ?

Y first meeting with Marie 

Dressler was a matter of busi- 

ness, yet it resulted in a close 
friendship that lasted through the 
years. I met her years ago, when 
I was assigned to make character 
sketches of her and interview her, 
by Hiram Hayes, then Drama Edi- 
tor of the Post-Dispatch. Since 
then, I have visited with her at her 
home and traveled with her and 
her company on their tours, 

The interview was carried out 
in routine fashion, but at its close 
Miss Dressler asked: 

“Youngster, what are your home 
ties?”

I told her, and we engaged in 


further conversation, and then she 
said: 

“Ask mother if I may have you 
while I am playing in your city.” 

Mother would consent, I assured 
her. She shook her finger at me. 

“T gaid ask mother. I do not be- 
lieve in youngsters doing things 
without mother’s consent. I like 
you. You are very nice even if you 
do make funny pictures of me and 
ask a lot of questions.” : 

I spent most of my free time 
with her during the following 
week. ’ 

Miss Dressler always spoke of 
her mother with longing, and she 
attributed her own success to her 
mother’s training in homely tasks 
and duties; and to her mother’s at- 
tributes of gentleness, patience, 
fortitude, and understanding, com- 
bined with Miss Dressler’s desire 
to lessen her mother’s burden. 

“Of all the tragedies on earth,” 
she once told me, “genteel poverty 
is the worst. It is worse than dire 
poverty. I know, I lived it. My 
father was a German, a cultured, 
highly educated man, a musician, 
but also improvident. He was the 
leading organist of our church, a 
music master, capable of making 
money. Poor mother, on her frail 
shoulders fellthe burden of putting 
the best foot forward, of keeping 
up appearances. I had to make 
good. I did not dare to fail. I 
would have sold my soul to have 
relieved my mother of her burden.” 

She always showed deep emo- 
tional distress when she spoke of 
her mother, Her deep devotion was 
reflected in her characterization of 
her roles as silent, burden bearing, 
uncomplaining women. It was what 
left her audiences in doubt about 
lines that the author intended to 
be funny. People did not know 
whether to laugh or cry. I spoke 
of it one day. 

“That is life,” she answered. 
“With all of us tragedy stalks com- 
edy, tears follow on the heels of 
laughter. Sometimes we are s0 
busy, so self-centered that we can 
only see the one or the other. Some- 
times we laugh at the wrong time, 
we only see the comedy and laugh 
at the other fellow’s tragedy. 

“You know there are so many 
Tillies and Mins in the world, si- 
lent, dumb, patient, with whom Fate 
seems to be dealing harshly; but as 
I watch them I have come to the 
conclusion that hard and unfair as 
their lot seems to be, they get more 
out of life than the selfish slacker.

Gen. John J. Pershing at the 
Coliseum in December, 1919, will re- 
member how Marie Dressler kept 
that event from being a failure by 
her rare wit, fine sense of humor 
and ability to meet any situation. 
The late Thomas H. Lovelace, as- 
sistant secretary of the St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce, had charge 
of the arrangements. I asked him 
if he would place Miss Dressler on 
the program because of the part 
she had taken in the sale of Lib- 
erty Bonds, and also because she 
had few equals as a public speaker. 

The Home-Coming Celebration in- 
cluded a luncheon at the Coliseum. 
Covers for several thousand people 
were arranged-on the floor of the 
arena. A sounding board and 
speaker’s platform were placed di- 
rectly in front of Gen. Pershing’s 
place at the table. The greut Coli- 
seum was packed. 

The speakers, so eager to rise to 
the importance of the occasion, 
keyed the program so high that it 
became stilted; each speaker trying 
to surpass the preceding one in 
oratorical flights. Patriotic fervor 
and enthusiasm were giving way to 
boredom. Valliantly the military 
band from Jefferson Barracks tried 
to pep things up by playing war 
songs, which the audience sang 
half-heartedly. 

I was seated between Miss Dress- 
ler and Oliver T. Remmers, who 
was to introduce her. He was ask- 
ing me the high points of her ca- 
reer, when I saw Migs Dressler stoop 
under the table. I thought she had 
dropped her handbag, and I said: 

“Wait, plase, let me get it.” 

Before I could move I saw her 
head come up on the other side of 
the table. She had crawled under 
the table on her hands and knees, 
so that she could reach the speak- 
ers stand under the sounding 
board. Louis Nolte, our Comp- 
troller, who was seated at a table 
on the arena floor, assisted her off 
the platform and to her feet. She 
grinned at me, and said:

brating, rang out: “He was a Mis- 
sourian. He had to show them!” 

A deafening roar filled the build- 
ing. Shouts from every part of the 
building come as one great voice, 
“Put Gen. Pershing up for Presi- 
dent and Marie Dressler for Vice- 
President and they will sweep the 
country.” 

When quiet was restored she re- 
cited a humorous poem—“The Lone 
Private in Washington, D. C.” 
Gen. Pershing laughed until tears 
rolled down his cheeks. When she 
finished her recitation she turned 
and gravely saluted the General. 
He arose to his feet and with both 
hand beckoned her to him. She 
advanced to the outer edge of the 
table. He placed his hands on her 
shoulders and leaned over and 
kissed her. 

Gen. Pershing and his staff at- 
tended a performance of “Tillie's 
Nightmare” that evening. He made 
his entrance at the close of the 
first act, just as the curtain was 
being lowered as “Tillie” falls 
asleep. Miss Dressler’s snore was 
drowned by the orchestra playing 
“The Conquering Hero.” 


Marie ODressler’s last 
ance in St. Louis was in No- 
vember, 1921 — almost thirteen 
years ago — when she present- 
ed her travesty of Ethel Barry- 
more at the old Shubert-Jefferson 
theaters. She was going through a 
great trial at that time for her 
husbi.id, James Dalton, was seri- 
ously ill. He died during the en- 
gagement here. I was with her 
constantly from the time she ar- 
rived until she received word of 
Mr. Dalton’s death. She was far 
from well but she gave her audi- 
ence her best, although her heart 
was breaking. I stood in the wings 
with faithful Mamie, watching her 
work, holding my hands over my 
ears to muffle the shouts of laugh- 
ter from the audience. When the 
curtain was lowered she would 
stagger off the stage. A few min- 
utes’ rest and she would respond to 
the curtain call smiling. 

Miss Dressler had tried motion 
pictures but she was not altogether 
pleased with this medium for her 
art. She had appeared in “Tillie’s 
Punctured Romance” with Charlie 
Chaplin. In 1921 she decided to 
leave the legitimate stage and seek 
a place in the motion picture field. 
During her last engagement in St. 
Louis she said to me: 

“I am going to get into the ten- 
cent game. That is where the 
money is today.” 

“Are you going to get a job as a 
clerk in a ten-cent store,” I asked. 

“Either that or I am going into 
motion pictures. a have been able 
to keep my name in the electric 
lights for 33 years. I have kept it 
there by hard and sincere work. I 
have been successful, but there is 
a lot in the old girl yet and I am 
not ready to quit. The public has. 
been good to me, It has been most 
generous and still is. But there 
has been a change in the style of 
public amusement and home enter- 
tainment, just ag there has been in 
the fashions of clothing. We must 
change the style of our wares to 
meet the demand of the times. 

“I am about broke. I have made 
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be folly for me to paddle my lone 
canoe against the mad on-rush of 
the movie tire. So I am going to 
utilize my training and experience 
by adapting them to the screen. I 
am going to show them that train- 
ing and technique are worth more 
than beauty in motion pictures. 

And break into the “ten-cent 
game” she did, but not without a 
fight that was worthy of her met- 
tle. She stormed the gates of Hol- 
lywood, and knocked long, weary 
days, weeks and months, before 
they opened. The success and pop- 
ularity which she enjoys today did 
not come overnight. She laughingly 
told me that she wore out so many 
door mats that thé manufacturers 
of door mats offered her a commis- 
sion, and that she kept an electri- 
cian in a job by ringing the Holly- 
wood doorbells so constantly and in- 
sistently. 

When I visited her two years ago 
in her beautiful home, North Al- 
pine Drive, Beverly Hills, we talked 
of her threat made 11 years before. 
She laughingly related some of her 
experiences, and then gravely told 
me of her hardships and the re- 
adjustment of her life. 

“My first job here paid me $125 
per week and I was thankful for it. 
Some people who are still waiting 
for a break, said, “only $125 a week, 
You are crazy to accept it.” I ac 
cepted it and was grateful. It paid 
hotel bills and, better still, it meant 
work and spelled OPPORTUNITY.”

She did the market- 
ing, managed the house, bought 
Miss Dressler’s wardrobe, in fact 
she was the exalted ruler of the 
Dressler household. There is only 
one thing about which Miss Dress- 
ler and Mamie disagreed—perfume. 
Miss Dressler disliked it and Mamie 
adored it. 


“My religion is the kind that 
keeps the soul young,” said Miss 
Dressler in answer to how she re- 
tained her interest in life. “I call 
it self-elimination. If you keep 
your soul young you will never 
grow <..d. I am a strong believer 
in the efficacy of prayer, but it 
should be the right kind of prayer. 
Many people join the Giveme Fam- 
ily when they pray. I do not be- 
lieve in the ‘Dear Father please 
give me this and give-me that’ 
kind of prayer, offered up as if 
God was a sort of a Santa Claus.

OUTH got himself into a con- 

tract, and then he had to make 

it. His opponents’ overcalls 
helped him quite a lot, however. 


South dealt and bid a spade. 
North bid two spades. East bid 
three diamonds. South bid three 
spades. West now bid,four clubs. 
To, put it mildly, what on earth is 
the purpose of that bid? West 
surely doesn‘t expect to play the 
hand at four clubs. If doubled, 
does he expect to exit in four dia- 


monds? Moreover, there has been 
no indication that North and 
South are going to bid four spades. 
Now they surely will. And North 
did. 

Although East’s overcall cannot 
be criticised, suppose North and 
South got to a game all by their 
lonesomes. How would South play 
the hand? He would probably try 
for the finesse in club twice, and 
hope to find the king of hearts be- 
hind North’s queen, South would 
go down two tricks. Without that 
asinine four-club “bid, South might 
still be set. But now—now he has 
a count on the hand! 

West led the seven of diamonds 
with a bright smile. East went up 
with the ace and returned his sin- 
gleton club. South went up with 
the ace. 

The king of spades was played 
and the king of diamonds, followed 
by a small spade. South was plan- 
ning’to finesse the jack, but West's 
play of the queen made that rather 
unnecessary. 

South now led the jack of dia- 
imonds from»dummy. Bast covered 
with the queen, but did South ruff? 
He did not! He discarded a club. 
He was going to make this. con- 
tract. 

Right away East ws. émbar 
rassed for a lead. In fact, the 
whole thing was over at this point. 
There are two suits he can lead— 
hearts or diamonds. What happens 
if he leads a heart—the jack of 
hearts? South lets it ride to the 
queen in dummy, plays a small 
heart back to his ace and throws 
East in the lead with the third 
heart. East must now play a dia- 
mond, allowing declarer to ruff in 
dummy and discard a losing club 
from his own hand,
